Priority 

1. Applicant's claim of priority as a CIP of application 09/484104 filed 1/14/2000 and as a 
CEP application 09/495086 filed 1/31/2000 and as a CIP of application 09/548488 filed 
4/13/2000 and as a CIP of application 10/039379 filed 1/2/2002 and as a CIP of 10/109012 filed 
3/28/2002 is acknowledged. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Applicant's election on 2/7/2007 of invention I without traverse of the restriction 
requirement mailed 5/25/2006 is acknowledged and made final. 

3. Claims 10-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 108. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add 
the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim(s) 4-5 is/are rejected under 35 U. S. C. 1 12 second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not apparent how proximate to about 0.5 to 0.75 inches in length with about 4 
perforations per inch, 125, about 0.5 to 0.75 inches in length, and about 0.875 to 1 .125 inches 
tone must come to satisfy the variable range limits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-3 and 6-9 are allowed. 

Response to Amendments/Arguments 

8. Applicant's identification of label 500 and amendments to the specification was effective 
in overcoming the drawing objections do the omitted numerals. Applicant's amendment to the 
specification was effective in overcoming the objections to the specification for missing labels 
except for label 108 found on drawing 15B. 

The applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are unpersuasive in 
overcoming the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 second paragraph. Applicant has sought to 
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narrow to claim scope in the dependent claims with ranges having adjustable scope, leaving 
ambiguity as to what the scope of the claim is. A potential infringer would not know if a 
perforation of .8 inches or .9 inches is included within the scope or .9 inches of if a space of 1 . 1 3 
or 1.2 inches read on the claim scope. 

Applicant's arguments were persuasive in overcoming the prior art rejections.
